1 have heard Harold's fine distinctions, and I think that is 
just what they are... fine distinctions, neither the Judge, 
nor the sixth Circuit, nor the press, nor the public will under- 
stand or care about the fine distinctions. 


Therefore, it would be my advice for you to continue your past 
and present course of a buttoned lip.

I stand on this, and what my strong advice to ytm has been.
